If one accepts the validity of Parkinson’s Law, it 
follows that the more people there are on a job the 
sooner it doesn’t get done, and therefore the more 
people are hired to help not finish it. 

Now Mr. Parkinson has come up with a new book 

_ this time about government and taxes. In it is 

found Parkinson’s New Law, which say3 that, so far 
as government and taxes are concerned, “Expenditure 
rises to meet income!” 

Maybe that’s the way it is in Britain. But here in 
Canada, in view of the budgetary deficits of recent 
years, Parkinson’s New Law would have to be chang¬ 
ed to read; “Expenditure rises without regard to in¬ 
come.”

fifty year growth span have given 
sanction to utility companies or 
authorized spending of amounts 
double the $47,000 figure. Another 
major expenditure involved ser¬ 
vices such as the sewer and water 
which was laid in 1949 at a cost 
of $201,000. 

This was perhaps of the more 
essential nature while the pave¬ 
ment might be considered in the 
luxury bracket; however having 
the results of a project laying ex¬ 
posed to the public rather than 
about 90% buried gives a greater 
lustre to the hard surface. 

The green light on Vulcan’s pav¬ 
ing was given when the provincial 
government announced the paving 
or cement sidewalk grant last year. 
Various consulting firms had ap¬ 
proached the council in the inter¬ 
vening eight months and the direct 
price bid by C. C. Parker, Whit¬ 
taker and Company of Calgary on 
preliminary survey, contractors 
estimates and other costs, gave 
them the job. Three other con¬ 
tractors, all of Lethbridge, enter¬ 
ed bids with Gallelli and Sons. Bids 
of $56,573.88, $59,472.72 and 

$55,574.53 (not including engineer’s 
fees) were turned down and Gal- 
lelH’s of $44,450.75 was successful. 
Engineering fees were an addi¬ 
tional $3,250. 

The whole scheme came to a 
head at a most opportune time as 
the accepted contractor was finish¬ 
ing highway work north of town 
and an estimated saving of about 
$6,000 was effected in having the 
equipment on hand and avoiding 
expensive moving from a distant 
location. Also, larger equipment 
was available which would not 
have been hauled in for local pav¬ 
ing. 

Approval for the soil-cement pro¬ 
cess was obtained in a round¬ 
about way from the government 
who at first wanted proof of the 
new type of construction. The re¬ 
quest went from council back to 
the engineers, who are promoting 
the soil-cement idea, and they re¬ 
ferred back to the Alberta Re¬ 
search Council who have done tests 
on such paving. 

Another selling point of the soil- 
cement is its lower cost because 
of the utilization of existing street 
surface. An estimate for the same 
amount of paving under previous 
methods is at $76,685.95, a differ¬ 
ence of $28,985.20. 

At present there Is the possibility 
that actual cost of the job may 
be $300 under the estimate. 

While on the job, Plus Schaetzle 
of the consulting firm gave assist¬ 
ance with drainage and runoff pro¬ 
blems not actually tied in with the 
paved area. Work was done on

the drainage problem at the Arm¬ 
ouries comer where it is planned 
to run water off in three direc¬ 
tions. 

In his first year as mayor, Lundy 
Findlay heads the council who 
worked out the mass of details 
with businessmen and home owners 
affected in various ways with the 
project. 

On the council is M. R. Morrison, 
with 14 years service, Ed Emelson, 
S. H. Joiner, with 114 years each, 
Gary Ness serving his third year, 
and Frank Burchak and Walter 
Sutherland, both in their first 
year. 

Taking an early part in negotia¬ 
tions was Mrs. E. Schrag, former 
town secretary. Now handling book 
work for the town is Malcolm Sin¬ 
clair. 

A handful of mayors and many 
councillors have figured in the 
spending of thousands of dollars 
and given countless hours guiding 
the town’s growth and prosperity 
since the days of 1513 when 60 sub¬ 
scribers made up Vulcan’s tele¬ 
phone directory. 

Elder statesman on the town 
council is M. K. Morrison whose 
14 years of unbroken service has 
been filled with a hand in Vulcan’s 
greatest period of progress. He has 
served under three mayors, the 
first being W. D. Allan who was 
followed by Wm. Munro and pre¬ 
sently Lundy Findlay. In Novem¬ 
ber of 1949 Mr. Morrison figured 
in the successful completion of the 
town water and sewer system. Also 
on council that year were Ron 


Mayor Lundy Findlay, councillors Sutherland. Kneeling are Stu 
Ed Emelson and M. R. Morrison, Joiner, Frank Burchak. 
secretary Malcolm Sinclair, consul¬ 
ting engineer Pius Schaetzle, W. 


Beuhler, A. G. Saxby, Bob Willard, 
Arnold Lloyd and Jim Shortt. 

The year 1951 saw the propane 
air-mix distribution system install¬ 
ed in Vulcan by Central Gas and 
more recently in 1958, council 
authorized mercury vapor lamps 
as a modernization of Vulcan’s 
street lighting. 

Until the present paving project, 
the switch away from air-mix pro¬ 
pane to natural gas from the Cana¬ 


dian Western Natural Gas Co. Ltd., 
was an Involved but successful ad¬ 
dition to Vulcan's services. 

Mr. Morrison is also on the board 
of the Municipal Hospital and the 
Foothills Health Unit, is treasurer 
of the Vulcan Lodge Hall and the 
Vulcan United Church and as he 
says, "Sometimes I’m down at the 
Massey-Ferguson office," so these 
can hardly be called his reclining 
years.

This was al¬ 
lowed up to six or seven days set¬ 
ting time, depending on weather, 
and the final two and a half inch 
layer of asphalt was spread and 
compacted. 

Two years ago another firm 
made an offer to the town regard¬ 
ing pavement but high costs forc¬ 
ed the subject to be dropped. Un¬ 
der previous government require¬ 
ments Vulcan’s cost of similar pav¬ 
ing would run from $70,000 to 
$90,000 whereas in utilizing exist¬
